DANIEX DAVIL ROSARD advised that in January, 

19U8 he sailed oh the S. S, AMERICA from New 
York City to Cherbourg, Firance. ROSARD was 
able to identify a photograph of JOEL BARR as 
one of his cabinmates on this trip. He states 
he has no recollection of ai^ activities of JJARR 
While on board ship. BARR indicated he was an 
Engineer going to Holland to study . ROSARD not 
able to recall any group of people visiting BARR 
at cabin. He also has no recollection of BARR 
leaving ship at Cherbourg, France. ROSARD unable 
to identify eriy of people who are known to be 
associates of JULIUS ROSENBERG.

On April 30, 1951, DANIEL DAVIH^SARD was intervi^ed ht h^ 
residence, 62UU Washington Avenue, by SA RALPH 
writer. ROSARD said he was previously known as DAN.F 
However, at the time of his naturalization in Deceiut.er of 194t}, the 
States District Court Philadelphia granted hljn the right to use the name ROSARD,

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R06ARD advised that in January > 191^6 he took a trip to France to 
visit his parents. Ke said that he sailed oh the S. S. AMERICA from New York 
as. *f .tourist class passenger. He stated the trip took approximately six days. 
The cabin was shared by four people. The only person in this group that 
ROSARD stated he became acquainted with to any da^ee was a cabin mate with 
an Italian sounding name. ROSARD said he was unable to recall this person's 
name and he has had no subsequent contact with this person or any of his 
other cabin mates. 

ROSARD was shown a photograph of JOEL BARR. Ke was able to identify 
BARR as one of his cabin mates. Kc stated he did not actively associate him- 
self with B/.RR and as a result knew very little of what B/JR did while on board 
ship* He was able to recall that BAHR had indicated he was an Electrical 
&iglneer going abroad to study. B/'RR gave the inference he was going to 
Holland to study for an advanced degree. 

DANIEL DAVID ROSARD said he could not recall the circumstances 
\mder which he met BAJiR. Ko said that upon boarding the S. S. AMERICA he • 
vent directly to. his cabin. He said he could not remember whether E'‘RR was in 
the cabin nor not at this tim::;. However, be said that if BA.RR came to the 
cabin after he (ROSaHD) was there, BARR did so alone. ROSi\RD was quite sure 
that no group of people visited the cabin to say goodbye to B/iRR. 

According to ROS'RD, BARR was not overly friendly with any of the 
people sharing the cabin. ROSARD said that in general the four people in the 
cabin saw one another upon arising in the morning and at bed time in the 
avening. They had little contact with one another during the day. 

The 5. S. AJIERICA. disembarked some passengers at Cherbourg, France. 
ROSARD left the ship there and took a boat train to Paris, France. He stated 
he had no recollection of having seen BARR disembark nor could he recall 
having seen EARR on the boat train. 

ROS/JID stated he believed BARR, if he actually went to Holland, 
stay have disembarked from the S« S. AMERICA at Southampton, England. According 
to R0S/.RD, it was easier to get direct transportation to Holland from 
Southampton, England, than from France. 

ARTHUR.JARR, bcothcr of JOEL BARR, had advised that many persons, 
whose Identity he did not know, were present at the time of his brother's 
departure in January, 19li6. /ecordingly, photographs of the following people 
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were shown to ROSiMiD with no identifications being effected:

DANIEL DAVIDj^-3SAED, during the interview conducted bn 4/30/51, 
advised that on approximately seven different occasions he had received 
checks in 'tiie amounts of $1,000* He stated he did not know the person from - 

whom -these checks -were received. Five checks were sent to him by mail from ' 

Ne-w York City and two checks -were dra-rm on Philadelphia hanks. ROSARD stated 
he believed that in no instance were they from the same person, 

ROSARD stated that the -various checks he recei-ved, in actuali-ty, 
was money belonging to his father in France. He stated that his father had -* 

transferred funds to different families in Fremce. These families in turn 
had notified rela-ti-ves in America. The American relatives of the Preach 
families who received money from his father had in turn paid him, ROSARD, 
money owed his father. ROSARD said this was an arrangement used by many people 
in Europe plsmning to come to America. He said immigrants -were restricted in i 

-the amount of money which they could take with them upon leaving Europe. ■' 

Therefore, the idea of lea-ving the money in Europe and yet having money in 
■fee United States upon arrival was devised. 


The principle of this exchange of money is to avoid the restric- 
tions and yet not violate the law relative to funds lea-ving a European country 
said ROSARD. 


ROSARD said that he, himself, has had absolutely no contact -with 
any of -the people from -whom he had received -these cliecks. He said that upon 
his fa-tiier's arrival in -this country the money was turned over to him. 


ROSARD advised that at one time he recalled there was a delays 
in receiving a check. He then wrote his father in France and shortly thereafter 
the check did appear. Be repeated that he had had no persoialcontact nor did 
he .Imow any of -the people from whom these checks were recei-ved. He also T 

stated that he, himself, had never been approached by anyone re espionage or ^;7 .. ^ ' 

Communist activities. . ' 

TT^OSERBERG,- aka T, “ROSARD', maintains a special checking account { 

at -the Corn Exchange National Bonk and Trust Company, Philadelphia. The ledger } 

cards of this account were reviewed. This account was opened on 4/29/4S, with •

check drawn upon the Land Title Bank of Philadelphia. In addition to the 
deposit on 11 / 2/49 of a $1,000.00 check drawn on the Public national Bank, 
and Ira St Company of Hew York City, ROSARD's account also reflected these 
deposit St 

On 9 / 20 / 49 , $1,000.00 chedc drawn on the Boyal Industrial 
Bank of Hew York. 

On l/s/SO, $1,000.00 oheok drawn on the Chase Hational Bank 
of Hew York. 

fie sJ .80 Biaintains an account at the Quaker City Federal Bawings 
and Loan Association, Philadelphia, under Account ij^l5927. This acoount was 
opened on 12/14/48. This account reflects deposits of a $1,000.00 check on 
6 / 9 / 49 , drawn upon the First Hational Bank of Philadelphia; a $1,000.00 dieek 
on 5 /I 9 / 49 , drawn upon the fioyal Industrial Bonk of Hew York; a $1,000.00 
check on 10/24/49, drawn upon the Chase Hational Bank of Hew York, and a 
$1,000.00 check' on 2/6/50, drawn on his aooount at the Corn ficchange Hational 
Bank and Trust Company, PMladelphia. 

On 5 / 1 / 51 , ROS/JU) telephonically contacted this office and 
advisod that he hoped his apparent lack of knowledge concerning JOEL BARR 
vould not reflect adversely upon him. Be stated that he considered himself 
a Ipyal American eitisen and was willing to assist the FBI in any way possible 
but he actually did not remember anything oonceming BARR. 
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Subject's whereabouts still unknown. 

V/as known to be in Finland and Sweden 
in 1948. Subject in Florida December, 
1947, Just prior to leaving for Eirrope. 
Interview of JOSEPH KELEY, cabin mate 
of subject on the S.S. AI'IERICA, set 
forth. NATHAN SUSSMAN in interview 
advised BARR member of the Communist 
Party in 1942. ^jji\ 
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DETAILS: No information has been received up to the, present time 
as to the v/hereabouts of the subject, 

Confidential Informant T-1, of known reliabilitj', 
advised that none of the relatives of the subject has received t 
any communication from the subject indicating his present where- 
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He stated he took a trip to Paris ^ leaving on the 
S.S;- AMERICA, January 21, 1948. In regard to this trip, he stated 
he Shared a tourist cabin \ylth three other men. At first he could 
not recall their names but when the name JOEL BARR was specifically 
mentioned to him, he did believe that that was the name of one of 
his cabin mates. The names DAVID ROSARD and DAMIEL ROSENBERG v;ere 
also mentioned but he could not recall those names. The name IDIGI 
TOFANI was also mentioned to him but he could not recall that name 
other than the fact that there was an Italian boy In the cabin with 
them. He was also shown a photograph of JOEL BARR and after examin- 
ing It, he stated that this looks somewhat like the JOEL BARR who 
was In the cabin with him except that he thought he looked younger 
than the photograph. 

He stated that when he boarded the ship he put a small bag 
In the cabin and at that time there was no one in the cabin. He 
then went on deck and visited with his brother-in-law, who was seeing 
him off, and at no time did he see anyone In the cabin. When the 
ship left the dock he returned to the cabin and It was shortly after 
that that the other Individuals who were sharing the cabin with him 
also came Into the cabin. He said there was no Indication that 
there had ever been any kind of a farewell p^ty In the cabin and he 
doubts very much If there was such party, 

He stated that during the trip to Europe he did converse 
with JOEL BARR occasionally for the first two or three days; however, 
he met some other people from Hungary on the ship and for the balance 
of the trip he saw very little of BARR. He stated that during his 
conversations with BARR he was told by BARR that he was going to 
Switzerland as a student. At the time he asked BARR why he did not 
go to Paris and BARR replied that he did not have time to stop off 
in Paris inasmuch as he had to register in at a school as soon as 
he could. KELEY could not recall that BARR ever mentioned what 
school he was going to or what tovm in Switzerland. He stated that 
he noticed that BARR had a great deal of luggage and personal 
belongings and as a matter of fact had specifically mentioned to 
BARR that he thought he had too much luggage with him fer the time 
he was going to stay in Europe to study, which he understood to be 
approximately a year or two at the most. 

As far as he could recall, he vras &v«rc that BARR disembarked 
from the ship at Cherbourg .and although he did not specifically see 
him come off the ship or get on the train that was waiting at . * 

Cherbourg, he did know that all four of them that were In the cabin (M l 
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left the ship at this port. He could furnish ho further Information 
'.concerning BARR or the cabin mates. In conclusion, he stated that 
he was not regularly employed at the present time but acted as a . 
cantor in a Jewish synagogue in the Bay Ridge section of Brooklyn. /^\ 

l)AVII><^^iEENQLASS, who pleaded guilty to conspiracy to J 
commit espionage and was recently sentenced, advised In an interview 
on March 9, I951 conducted by SAS ROBERT F. ROYAL and RICHARD T, 

HRADSKY, at the City Prison, New York City, that in the fall of 194?, 
JOEL BARR brought to the pltt Machine Products Company a metal tool 
box containing some tools, an oscilloscope, a wave meter, a photographic 
contact printer, some developing pans, some clamp-on floodlights, and 
a considerable amount of literature on photography. DAVID stated 
that this material was stored in the basement of the Pitt Machine 
Products Corporation, which was located at 37O East Houston Street, 

New York City. DAVID also recalled that about this time, BARR told 
him he also had an enlarger but, however, DAVID did not see any 
enlarger stored at the Pitt Machine Products Corporation. DAVID 
further stated that after BARR left the United States, JULIUS 
ROSENBERG told him that he could take the material that BARR had 
left at the Pitt. Machine Products Company. DAVID stated that he 
gave the above-mentioned Items to his brother-in-law, LOUIS-^^AfiEL, 
who resides at 87 Columbia Street, New York City. [(4’^ 

DAVID GREENGLASS further stated that he also knows that 
.ARTHUR BARR, the brother of JOEL BARR, is acquainted with JULIUS 
ROSENBERG as he once saw JOEL BARR and JULIUS leave the Pitt Machine 
Products Corporation and go over to talk to ARTHUR BARR who was 
waiting in an automobile outside the plant. (21EEN0LASS stated that ' 
JULIUS ROSENBERG once told him that ARTHUR BARR was a nice guy but \ 
that BERNARD was a . BERNARD is ARTHUR and JOEL'S brother. ) 


GREENGLASS further/advlsed that he recalled that Just . 
before JOEL BARR left New Y<n?k for Europe in January, 1948, he took 
a vacation in Miami, Florltja. DAVID stated that he did not know if 
JULIUS ROSENBERG or VIVIAN^LASSMAN were present when JOEL BARR 
sailed because he, himself, did not go to see BARR off, but in 
connection with BARR's sailing, he did recall that shortly after 
BARR sailed ROSENBERG told him that he had given BARR some money to 
make the trip to Europe. DAVID advised that on another occasion' 
he asked JULIUS ROSENBERG, sometime in 1947 and Just prior to BARR's 
trip to Europe, if JOEL BARR and VIVIAN CLASSMAN vjere in the 
espionage setup. ROSENBERG answered sharply "No"; however, a short \ 
time later ROSENBERG told DAVID that JOEL BARR was active in the [ U*/ 
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‘ espionage network. DAVID said tha^ when ROSENBERG answered ^No" to 
hlB iQuestlon concerning JOEL BARR and VIVIAN CLASSMAN, end the laanner 
In which he did, he meant that BARR and CLASSMAN were Involved, hut 
that he did not want to talk about It. (^l/j 

A short time afterward, ROSENBERG admitted to DAVID that 
BARR was a Soviet agent but he did not again mention VIVIAN CLASSMAN 
In connection with his espionage work, 

OREENGLASS also advised that JimiUS ROSENBERG stated that 
OLASSMN received some correspondence from JOEL BARR while BARR was ' 

In Sweden but did not elaborate further. (It Is noted that this Is 
contrary to Information received from VIVIAN GLASSI-IAN at the time 
of her Interview on August 3> 1950, when she denied that she had 
ever received any correspondence from JOEL BARR.) / ij\

On March I7, 1951# NATHAl^^USSMAN, who resides at 56-55 
205th Street, Bayslde, Long Island, New York, was Interviewed At 
the New York Office by SAS BERT S. TAYLOR and ROBERT P. ROYAL, and 
SUSSMAN advised at this Interview that In the latter part of 1942 
a branch of the Communist Party known as 16 b of the Industrial 
Division, Communist Party, USA, was organized. He stated that either 
JULIUS^OSENBERG or JOEL BARR had Invited him to become a member of 
Branch I65. SUSSMAN stated that among the small membership of this 
group were JULIUS and ETHEL^OSENBERG, JOEL BARR, ALFRED SARANT, 
and SUSSMAN’ 8 wife, CERTRUDE-^USSMAN. SUSSMAN stated that meetings 
were he Id. monthly, usually at the home of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, 

10 .Monroe Street, New York City. He also advised that he recalled 
that Branch 16 b had a farewell party In 1944 at Bonats Restaurant, 
which he believed was then located on 32nd or 33rd Street between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, In New York City. He recalled that JULIUS 
and ETHEL R0SEI©ERG, JOEL BARR, ALFREDi^ARANT and others. Including 
his wife and himself, attended this private dinner. /m

On Marcn 22, %5 i]''maX>^LITCHER was interviewed In the 
New York Office by SA VINCENT J. CAHILL and (jave the following . 

information In regard to JOEL BARR: f ly.) 

In July or September of 1944, when he and his wife were . 
In New York City, he telephoned JULIUS ROSENBERG and arranged to meet (U. 
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ROSENBERG at 42nd Street end Eigfhth Avenue In the late afternoon of 
the* -same day. He recalled that ROSENBERG said he would try to get 
in touch with some of their former classmates so that they could 
all get together. Subsequeivcly, he met JULIUS ROSENBERG at the 
corner of 52nd Street and Eighth Avenue In New York City and 
shortly thereafter WILLIAIWERL and his younger brother, who was 
Sn an Army uniform at the time, arrived. They then walked to the 
sSlrd-In-Hand Restaiirant, I 658 Roadway, New York City, where they 
'had dinner. ./^J

Either during dinner or shortly thereafter ROSENBERG made 
a telephone call to JOEL BARR and BARR subsequently joined them at 
the restaurant. When dinner was over, BARR invited the entire group 
back to his parents' apartment. BARR at that time was residing on 
West 97 th street. New York City, off Broadway. ELITCHER stated that 
while at BARR'S home, the group entered into a discussion of the 
war, general politics, and a discussion of the study of music. He 
recalled that BARR was studying music at that time and that BARR - . 

brotaght out some music textbooks. They also discussed schoolmates 
who attended the college of the City of New York with them. He also 
recalled that BARR had a radio-phonograph combination in the apart- 
ment and that he played a number of classical records on that 
occasion. He stated that while the group was present, BARR'S mother 
and father came home and he also recalled that BARR's sister came 
home, but he was not 6iu*e whether the sister arrived with the parents./, 

That same night he recalled the entire group left BARR's 
apartment and at BARR's suggestion started out for Greenvjlch Village 
to visit a friend of BARR named ALFRED SAR/Jrr. ELFrCHER's recollec- 
tion is that when they arrived at SARANT's apartraent on Norton Street, 
Qveenvitch Village, BARK went ahead up to the apai'tment and admitted 
himself with a key. When the rest of them arrived in the apartment 
they foimd that SARANT had apparently been asleep in bed but he got 
up, dressed, and joined them and entertained them with his guitar 
playing^ The people present at SARAl<fT's apartment were MAX and 
HELENB^LITCHER, -WIIilAI^PERL, JULIUS ROSENBERG, JOEL BARR and . 

AIJRED SARANT. 


At another time, near the end of December, 1956, he and 
his wife were again in New York and by some pre -arrangement met 
JULIUS ROSENBERG on the street outside of ALFRED SARANT's apartment 
house in (h^eenwlch Village. They went around the corner to a 
restaurant where they met HELEN and MORTONiTSOBELL, WILLIAM PERL and v 
JOEL BARR. All of them had dinner together at thi&restaurant,

XIJTCHER recalled as being "The Blue Mill*’. They left the restaurant 
quite late and the entire group went to JULIUS ROSENB£RO*b apartment 
at ID Monroe Street, Knickerbocker Village. He recalls that during 
that evening a general discussion took place In which everyone took 
part. He recalled that general world politics were discussed and 
that there was also a discussion which centered around schoolmates 
who had graduated from CCNY, 

HELENE ELITCHER was also Interviewed and advised substantially 
the same facts that her husband, MAX ELITCHEH, had given. 


It should be noted that on March 8 and 9, 1951, MAX ELITCHER 
testified as one of a number of Oovernment witnesses In the j^deral 
District Court, Southern District of New York, Ir. the espl^tige- 
consplracy trial of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MORTON-SOBELL.. 

On March 29, 1951, the Jury returned a verdict of guilty on all 
three defendants. On April 5, 1951, JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG 
were sentenced 'to death and HORTON SQBELL was sentenced to thirty 
years Imprisonment by Judge IRVING R. KAUfMAN of the Southern 
District of New York.

Rr. JOHN MELVILLE, 3552 Purdue Avenue, West Los Angeles, Callforrla, 
advised that he met the subject In the fall of 1945 when subject enrolled at 
Columbia University. MELVILLE recalled that BARR enrolled cne month late for. 
the fall term and that he did not become personally acquainted with him until ' 
about January of 1946. MELVIIJE stated that he and BARI’, worked several engloeerit 
problems together during school; however, they did not go out together socially 
and he did not consider BARR a close personal friend . MELVILLE stated thit he 
left Columbia In Miy of 1946 and in Octeber of 19**^ went to work for the Sperry 
Gyroscope Corporation, at which time BARR was already employed by this cofflpe.*:y. 

Be stated he did see BARR every three or four days, however, he did not wor/ In 
the same section with B/iRR but knew that the latter was employed on an advanced 


and highly confidential radar project. 

MELVILIE stated that BARR suddenly left the Sperry Gyroscope Corpora- • 
tion and there was considerable speculation as to the reason for his sudden 
departure and among the rumors vos one to the effect that BARR bad previously 
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been dlBDlssed by some coBipany or possibly the Slgnol Corps in the United States 
Army, se a bad security rick and he had failed to init this information on his 
application for employment vlth the Sperry Gyroscope Corporation, resulting In 
his dismissal. MELVILLE stated that among the employees vho vorked vlth BARB 
vas a .girl named D0RIS«^ANS, vho vas friendly vlth BARR end subsequent to his 
departure expressed criticism of the company for dismissing BARR and appeared to 
MELVILIE to be strongly defending BARR regardless of the alleged danger to the 
national security. MBLVIHE vaguely recalls EVANS stating that she had called 
BARR on the telephone subsequent to his departure and in this connection vaguely 
recalls that EVANS stated BARR vas unable to obtaiii employment as a rerult of 
his dismissal from Sperry HELVTLIE stated the rumor also circulated that 
BARR had gone to Holland to obtain employment.

y'S KELVIUE stated he also had one or tvo arguments vlth an employee 
aam/d MArjS^I^MAKR ccncemlng the BARR Inclder.t, MELVILLE taking the position 
that if the Gbvernment considered BARR a risk, they had the right to dismiss 
him; however, REUMANN staunchly defended BARB and MELVILLE steted he felt 
BEUMANH appeared to know concldei^ble informa ti on concerning BARR, especially 
in vlev of the fact that REUMANn was not employed at Sperry at the time BARR 
had been there. 

In connection with DORIS EVANS, mentioned above. It vas MBLVILIT’a 
recollect! .>0 that subsequent to BARR's departure, EVANS bad failed to turn In 
some report which she herself had prepared and as a result vas dismissed by 
Sperry Gyroscope Corporation. REHMANN, aentloned above, vas also discharged, 
according to MELVILLE. 

MELVILLE stated th’^t there were tvo or thi'ee sludente at Coluebia , - - 
vho were mere friendly vjth BARR than hlmjslf, eacing whci was LARRY. NEILL. 
O'REILL, according to MELVILLE, vss a student In the Electrical Engineering 
Department and remalnad at Columbia as an instructor. MELVILIE stated he 
felt. O’NEILL may still be so employed, but if not, could be located through 
the Engineering bepartoent at Columbia. MELVILLE could not recall the names 
of the other students friendly with BARR but felt that O'NEILL could furnish 
tUs Information . 

MELVILLE state.'* he never recalled being Introduced to anyone by 
BARR and In all hie conversations vlth BARR there vas no indication that 
BARR was engaged in any suapicioue activity.

DETAILS: 


Mr; WILLIAM BAYES was interviewed at ■ 
the Servo Corporation, 2020 Jericho 
Turnpike, Long Island, on May 26, 1952 
and advised that he had worked with 
JOEL BARR at the Sperry Gyrosoope .. 
Corporation. Be advised that he never had any contact 
with him outside of the plant, although he was included In 
a^ group which usually went out for lunch together. 


COPIES DESTROYED 
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HAYES Stated he never heard BARR dlecuee 
Communism other than he dimly recalled that BARR had 
stated that some things the Communist Party did were good* '

HAYES advised that BARR and the rest of 
the engineers had coxqplete freedom of the plant and were 
permitted to take any Information they wished out of the 
plant* which included plans* drawings or specifications* 

. He stated he never saw BARR after he left . 
the Sperry Company and the only thing he heard was that 
soxoeone whom he could not recall mentioned that BARR had 
gone to Holl^d* He also advised that BARR had never asked 
him for any ^ecifio information which was probably due to 
the fact that BARR had access to any information that he* 

HAYES* could have given him anyway* 

Hiss DORIS LOUISE EVANS was interviewed at . 

Bew Brunswick* New Jersey* by the reporting agent and 
SA JOHN R. LYONS of the Newark office on June 30* 1952* She ■ 
advised that she had been employed at the Spe rry Gyroscopp 
Coup any from January* 194^^ to March* 194^ a microwave ... 
engineer* She stated at this time BARR was working in 
the Radar Section and althougjh this was ell part of the 
Engineering Division* she did not have ve 2 *y much eontact 
with BARR. . 



One' incident that she recalled was that 
he had bought a tent for a oanping trip and when she saw it t 
she asked him if he could get her one and she gave him 
$10*00 to buy it* Subsequently* he did get the tent for 
her and they tested it on the Sperry grounds with the water . 
hose to see if it leaked* 


She advised that ehe never knew BARR before 
the time she worked at Sperry's and that after BARR left . 
Sperry she never saw him again* She did recall that she ;.r 
heard 3ARH had been fired from the Lperrj Corporation 
for so iu ft j itecurity reason which she never knew* • 

She also recalled that someone had told her* 
although she oo\0.d not remember who it was* that BARR was 
going to Europe* She stated* however* that she might have 
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heard it idien, in the iiujmner of 19if8« ehe received a eall 
from an individual whom ehe believed was JO£L*£ brother 
and who offered to sell her JOEL'S folding boat. i>he 
stated that she did not buy the boat and told him that she 
was not interested in it. She stated that she had never 
net any of JOEL'S relatives and she just assiuned it was 
JOEL'S brother from the conversation she had with him* 
althou^ she cannot recall the oonversation in detail at 
this time. 


From the brief contacts she had with BA.Rli 
which were all confined to the Sperry Company's plant* 
she never heard any comments by BARR in regard to 
Communism and she doubted if he was even Interested in 
It.

Miss EVANS immediately recognised the 
photognfili^f JULIUS ROSENBERG* ^ie wife ETHEL and DAVID 
OREENGiiitS- as the atom spies who had been convicted and 
i^ose pl|&Mres were in the newspapers, ihe stated she 
never me^them or heard of them except throu^ the news- 
papers and she recognised their pictures strictly through 
the fact that she had seen them in the newspapers. ...... 
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Miss EVAN^ eould fiurnlsh no further 
infonnation in regard to JOEL BARR. 

Mr. 5A1CEL LACHS was interviewed on May 27* 
1952 by the reporting agent and EA WILLIAM L. EDD7. fie 
advised that he had known JOEL BARR in fiew Jersey in I 94 O 
and 19141 * He stated he had never met him before this time 
and has never seen him since. 

fie advised that they both were employed 
at Fort Monmouth, New Jersey, and that since BARR was 
looking for a place to stay he had offered to share his 
i^artment in Long Branch, New Jersey, with BARR, fie 
stated that BARR had moved in with him with a girl by the 
nans of CAINE who at first he understood to be BARR'S wife. - 
Be later leaxned, however, that they were not married. 

SACHS advised that he did not have very 
such contact with BARR even thoUgh they lived together, 
and that he never met any friends of BARR of his family, 
fie did recall that BARR was extremely interested in 
sending messages by infra-red ray and he believed that BARR 
was doing some of this type of work at the laboratory at 
Fort Momouth, New Jerspy. 

fie advised that during the time BARR lived 
with him he never approached him with any questions in 
regard to his, SACHS', work and never gave any indication 
of being interested in the work that he was doing. 


SACHS ended the interview by stating 
that he has no knowledge of any Communist activity on the 
part of BARR and that he personally hates the Communist 
Party at the present time. 


Mr. TSD TAfLOR, Engineering Division of 
the Western Electric Company, 195 Broadway, New York City 
was interviewed on July 9* 1952 by BA ROBERT S. ROYAL and 
the reattatlng agent, and he advised that althou^ their 
divisiteN^as not taanufacturing any tubes they had aooess 
to all of radar tubes.

One of these tubes %>as the 730>A radar tube* 
also known as the magnatron tube* which was used In the 
Q7 and ^3 radar units. He stated that all parts and 
specifications of these pe.rts used In this engineering 
division were available to all engineers. Be stated 
that BARR would have access, therefore* to any designs 
of the tube or drawings of the tube at any time. 

TAYLOR also advised that the Q7 iuid Q13 
radar computer units were classified as secret* and under 
this classification any of the parts going into the 
saanufacture of the units would also be classified as secret. 

TAYLOR advised that he was the bead of the 
divlBlon in which BARR worked when BARRwis at . the Western 
• Coxq>any. 

Confidential Informant T-1* of known 
reliebility* advised that no information has been received ^ 
lip to the present time as to ^hereabouts of the subject.
